gave them new grounds for their love 
for bis greatness and to those who are 
disposed to be critical, it gave them the

prefaced his lecture by a brief statement 
of how little was known of the early life 
of Mr. Lincoln, and how very difficult 
it was to elicit what little was known of 
him. 


Born in Kentucky, of the lowliest 


class of people of the region, Lincoln 
grew up to be a lad just as other boys, 
under similar circumstances, and with 
n<"; a redeeming feature to mark him as 
tho future emancipator of a race of peo- 
P- • 


^a early youth, the Lincolns moved 


to Southern Indiana, and here was laid 
the foundation of those sterling qualities 
which mado him famous. While here 
Lincoln got what little education he 
over obtained in school. His entire 
school life could probably be placed 
within the bounds of ten months. 


Lincoln was a lawyer, but he never 


read a law book in his life. In this he 
was as distinctive as in any other phase 
of his life. 
Glory is like a circle in the 


water which always spreads until it 
becomes a part of the people. He has 
left gems of literature which will always 
live and some of his odduesses are 
ideals of dignity and prophetic ability. 
He wag just before he was generous and 
he was immovable in his own convic- 
tion of right. The key note to his con- 
duct of the civil war was that "a house 
divided against itself can not stand," 
and he applied this in its strictest in- 
terpretation. 
With all his strictness he 


never lost an opportunity to pluck a 
thistle and plant a (tower. 


When the hand of treachery struck 


down the idol of American union on 
the 14th of April, 1865, it sent a tremor 
through the entire oivilizad world. 


When his light went out, the world 


wept as it has not wept since the scenes 
on calvary. 


Whatever of shortcomings] there may 


have been in his early life are more 
than atoned for in the greatness of his 
deeds and the grandeur of his death.

An tI»4»rt»Uer Talks of Caskets. 


Funeral Cuctoma and Old Set- 


tler*. 


A subject that savors of the mournful 


side of life is that which relates to the 
dead, yet there are few thiemes that 
afford substance for a more interesting 
talk than the one which every under- 
taker has at his tongue's end. The 
primeval days when a corpse was kept on 
ice, aud when every undertaker was hia 
own coffin-maker, have long since gone, 
but anecdotes of that period will never 
fade away, nor should they, because 
these memories help to illustrate the 
progress made as years 
came and 


went. 


Louis Peltier was the first undertaker 


in Fort Wayne. He was born in the 
old fort on March 14, 1814. When a 


boy, 
Mr, Peltier learned the Indian 


tongue of the Miamis, and traded with 
that tribe until 1832. He then began 
the cabinet- makers' trade with James 
Wiloox, and four years later succeeded 
to the business, adding to it undertak- 
ing in 18-10. This business he continu- 
ed for many years, being engaged 
twenty-four years at his stand opposite 
whore is now Boot 
& Co.'s store. 


He 
continued 
at 
the 
business 


uatil 1882, when his son James 0. Pel- 
tier succeeded him; yet he did not re- 
iire from the work, for to-day tho ven- 
erable undertaker attends to funerals 
nearly every day in the week, and is in 
his proud element when seated upon 
the top of a hearse. There is no man 
iving who knows any better the high 
ways of northern Indiana than does old 
Mr. Peltier. He is still hale and hearty 
aud resides in a comfortable and attrao- 
;i ve home at 49 East Lewis street. 


A SENTINEL reporter was furnished 


some interesting facto by J. 0. Peltier, 
who at present conducts the undertak- 
ing and funeral directing business .that 
his father started. 


The reader will doubtless wonder 


whose clay rests in the two most expen- 
sive caskets under the sod of any of the 
surrounding cemeteries. They are the 
venerable Mrs. Allen Hamilton and 
J. D. Knttman. Both caskets are alike. 
Either one is a red cedar state casket, 
covered with broadcloth and copper 
lined, so that the interior is perfectly 
air-tight or water-tight. 
The cost of 


the casket in each instance was 8600 
It was the identical kind of a casket the 
late Hon. The*. A. Hendricks was laid 
away in. A red cedar oatket will out- 
last a metal one twice over, the quality 
of wood being almost impervons to iob. 
The late Hon. William Fleming was 
buried in a oast-iron casket covered with 
broadcloth. 


Again, a great many do not know 


who are the eldest persona ever buried 
here. The greatest age attained was 
108 years, this centenarian being a 
Frenchman named Jaebeau, a candy- 
maker, who died thirty years ago. "Old 
Jaebeau," as he was called, used to be as 
much of a familiar figure on the streets 
as was the late Peter Kiser. The next 
oldest is Mrs. Cattish, who died at the 
mature age of 104, Next came Martin 
Schneider, who died at the St. Joe 
hospital April 16, 1887, at the age' of 
102 years. Schneider was a soldier un- 
der Napoleon aud fought in the battle 
of Waterloo. He was unmarried and 
active up to a few days before his death. 
Another old person was Mrs. Cather- 
ine Carson, aged 96 years, who died 
March 15, 1889. 
The deceased was the 


mother ot the late Judge Carson. 


"The dawn of the era of embalming 


fluid was a stride in the progress of 
undertaking," said Mr. Peltier. '•! re- 
member, it was in '63 or '64, that the 
fluid was first introduced. The first 
company was Hamilton, Lemmon & 
Arnold, Allegheny, Pa,, who had been 
in the field only a short time, when J. 
M. Hutton started in the same business 
at Biohmoud, Ind. Both of them are 
still selling embalming fluid and have 
got rich enough to retire." Mr. Peltier 
was practically the first person to use 
embalming fluid, for he had solved the 
problem long before the Allegheny firm 
put it on the market. Continuing on 
the same subject it might be said that 
for a year past the selection of caskets 
has been running to colors. The sombre 
blacks have given way to ashes of roses 
or

wine-color or

children, There is lavendar, brown or 
steel for older persona and in fact any 
color or tint ia found on sale. The 
tint* will soon be discarded, it ia be- 
lieved, and black will again have the 
preference, In conducting fuaerals a 
custom now in vogue in the east is 
traveling westward, It ia to have no 
flowers and to have paid pall-bearers, to 
carry the casket while the honorary 
ones walk on each side. Verily under- 
taking has grown to be a science and an 
art.

A SERMON ON BABYLON. 


DISCOURSE DELIVERED BY THE 


BROOKLYN PREACHER. 


A Graphic Description of tho Wonders of 


this Ancient I'agan City—Some Lessons 
That Should be Heeded to bo Dr»vrn from 
Its Fall. 


Dr. Talmago's text was Daniel v, 30: 


"In that night was l!elshaz/,ar, the King 
of tho Chaldeans, slain." 


After tho site of Babylon had been se- 


lected, two million oi men wero cm- 
ployed for the construction of tho wall 
and principal works. The walls of the 
dty wero sixty miles in circiiinforciico. 
1 hey were surrounded by a trench out 
of which had been dug the material for 
the construction of the city. Tin-re were 
twentv-iivo gates of M>lld biass on each 
side of the square city. 
LiHwern every 


two gates a great tower sprang up into 
the heavens. From each of the twenty- 
five gates on either side a street ran 
straight through to tho gate on tho other 
side, so that there were lifty streets.pach 
fifteen miles lung, which ga>c to the city 
an^appealano- of wonderful regularity, 


The homes did not join each other on 


the ground, and between them wore gar- 
dens and shrubbery. From housetop to 
housetop biidges swung, im-r which tho 
inhabitants \veiv accustomed to pas-;. A 
branch of tho Euphrates went through 
Hie city, over which a bridge of man cl- 
ou^ structure was thrown, and under 
which a tunne! ran. 
To keep the river 


from overflowing tho city in time of 
freshet, a great 
lako 
was arranged 


to catch the surplu-, in which tho wa- 
ter was kept as in a reservoir until times 
of drought, when it was sent streaming 
down over the thirsty land. A palace 
stood at each end of the Euphrates 
bridge: one palaco a mile and three- 
quarters in compass, and tho other pal- 
ace seven and a ha.f miles in circumfer- 
ence. 
The wife of Nebuchadnezzar, 


having been brought up among the 
mountains of Media, could not stand it 
In this Hat country of Babylon, and so to 
please her Nebuchadnezzar had a mount- 
ain four hundred feet high built in tho 
midst of the city. 


This mountain was surrounded by ter- 


races, for tho support of which great 
arches were lifted. On the top of these 
arches flat stones wero laid; then a layer 
of reeds and bitumen; then two rows of 
bricks, closely cemented; then thick 
Sheets of lead, upou which tho soil was 
placed. The earth hero deposited was 
so deep that tho largest trees had room 
to anchor their roots. 
All tho glory of 


the flowery tropics was spread out at 
that tremendous height, until it must 
have seemed to one below as though tho 
clouds wero all in blossom, and tho very 
sky leaned on tho shoulder of tho cedar. 
At the top an engine was constructed 
which drew the water from tho Eu- 
phrates, far below, and made it spout up 
amid this garden of tho skies. 
All this 


to please his wife! I think she must 
have been pleased. 


In tho midst of this city stood also the 


temple of Belus. Ono of its towers was 
one-eighth of a mile high, and on tho top 
of it an observatory, which gave the as- 
tronomers great advantage, as, being at 
so Kreat a height, one could easily talk 
with the stars. This temple was full of 
caps and statues and censers, all of gold. 
One Image weighed a thousand Babylon- 
ish talents, which would be equal to fifty- 
two million dollars. 
AH this by day; but 


now night was about to come down on 
Babylon. The shadows of her two hun- 
dred and fifty towers began to lengthen. 
Tho Euphrates rolled on, touched by the 
fiery splendors of tho setting sun, and 
gates of brass, burnished and glittering, 
opened and shut like doors of flame. The 
hanging gardens of Babylon, wet with 
the heavy dew, began to pour from star- 
lit flowers and dripping leaf a fragrance 
for many miles around. The streets and 
squares were lighted for dance and frolic 
and pramenade. Tho theaters and gal- 
leries of art invited the wealth and pomp 
and grandeur of tho city to rare enter- 
tainments. Scenes of riot and wassail 
wero mingled -In every street; sodless 
minth, and outrageous excess, and splen- 
did wickedness came to the king's palace 
to do their mightiest deeds of dark- 
ness. 


A royal feast to-night at the king's pal- 


ace! Rushing up to the gates aro char- 
iots.upholstored with precious cloths from 
Dcdan and drawn by fire eyed horses 
from Togarmah, that rear and neigh in 
tho grasp 
' tho charioteers, while a 


thousand lords dismount, and women 
dressed in all tho splendors of Syrian 
emerald, and ths color blending of agate, 
and tho chasteness of coral, and the 
somber glory of Tyrian purple, and the 
princely embroideries brought from afar 
by camels across the desert, and by ships 
from Tarshish across the sea. 


Open wide the gates and let the guests 


come in. Tho chamberlains and cup 
bearers are all ready. 
Hark, to the rus- 


tle of the robes, and to tho carol of the 
music! Seo the blaze of the jewels! Lift 
the banners. Pill the cups. Clap the 
cymbals. Blow the trumpets. Let the 
night go by witlr- song and dance and 
ovation; and let that Babylonish tongue 
be palsied that will not say, "Oh, 
Klnf? 


Belshazzar, live forever!" 


Ah! my friends, it was not any com- 


mon banquet to which these great pco- 
plo came. All parts of the earth had 
sent their richest viands to that table. 
Brackets and chandeliers flashed their 
light upon tankards of burnished gold. 
Fruit, ripo and luscious, in baskets of 
silver, entwined with leaves, plucked 
from royal conservatories. Vases, inlaid 
with emerald and ridged with exquisite 
traceries, filled 
with nuts that were 


thrashed from forests of distant lands. 
Wine brought from the royal vats, foam- 
Ing in the decanters and bubbling In ths 
chalices. 
Tufts of cassia and frankin- 


cense wafting their sweetness from wall 
and table. Gorgeous banners unfolding 
in the breezo that camo through the 
opened window, bewitched with the per- 
fume of hanging pardons. Fountains 
rising up frominclosures of Ivory In jets 
of crystal, to fall in clattering rain of 
diamonds and pearls. Statues of mighty 
men looking down from niches In the 
wall upon crowns and shields brought 
from subdued empires. 
Idols of won- 


derful work, standing on pedestals of 
precious stones. Embroideries drooping 
about the windows and wrapping pillars 
of cedar, aud drifting on floor inlaid 
with Ivory and agate. Music, mingling the 
thrum of harps and tho clash of cym- 
bals, and tho blast of trnmphets in one 
wave of transport that went rippling 
along tho wall, and breathing among 
the garlands, 
and pouring down the 


corridors, and thrilling tho souls of a 
thousand banqueters. 


The signal is given, and the lords and 


ladies, tho mighty mon and women of 
tho land, como around tho table. Pour 
out the wine. Let foam and bubble kiss 
tho rim! Hoist every ono his cup, and 
drink to tho sentiment, "Oh, King Bol- 
shazzor, live forever!" Bcstarred head- 
band andcarcanot of royal beauty gleam 
to tho uplifted chalices, as again and 
again and again they aro 
emptied. 


Away with caro from tho palacol Tear 
royal dignity to tatters! Pour out moro 
wine! 
Give us more 
light, wilder 


music, sweeter perfumes! Lord shouts 
to lord, captain ogles to captain. 
Gob- 


lots 
clash, decanters rattle. 
Thoro 


comes in tho vile song, and tho drunken 
hiccough, and tho slavering lip and tho 
guffaw of Idiotic laughter, 
bursting 


from tho lips of princes, Hushed, reeling, 
bloodshot; whilo mingling with It all 
I hoar, "Huzza; huzza! for groat Be!- 
shazzarl" 
- 


What is that on tho plastering of tho 


wall? Is It a spirit? Is it a phantom? 
Is It God? Out of tho black sleeve of 
tho darkness a finger of iiery terror 
trembles through tho air and comes to 
tho wall, circling about as though it 
would write, and then, with sharp tip of 
flame, engraves on tho plastering tho 
doom of tho king. Tho music stops. 
The goblet fails from tho nerveless 
grasp. There is a thrill. There Is a 
start. There Is a thousand voiced shriek 
of horror. Lot Daniel be brought In to 


.that writing. He comes In. He 


reads It, "Weighed in the balance ana 
lound wanting." 


Meanwhile* tho Assyrians, who for two 
je«» tad been laying siege to th'at city,' 


took advantage of that carousal and 
camo in. I hear tho feet of tho conquer- 
ors on tho palaco stairs. 
Massacre 


rushes m with u thousand gleaming 
knives. 
Death bursts upou tho scene, 


and I shut the door of that banqueting 
hall, for I do not want to look. There 
Is nothing there but torn banners, and 
broken wreaths and the slush of upset 
tankards, and the blood of murdered wo- 
men, aud the kicked and tumbled car- 
cass of a dead king. For "in that night 
was Belshaz/ar. tho king of tho Chal- 
deans, slain." 


I go on to learn that whrn God writes 


anything on the wall, a man had better 
read it as it is. Daniel did not mMnter- 
piet or modify the handwriting on tho 
wall. It is all foolis-hncss to expect a 
minister of the Gospel to preach always 
things that the people like or tho people 
choose. 
Young men, what shall I preach 


to you to-night? Shall I tell you of tho 
dignity of butnan nature? Shall I tell 
you of the wonders that our raco has ac- 
complished? '-Oh, no!" you say; "toll 
mo tho message that camo from God." 
I will. If there is any handwriting on 
tho wall it is this lesson, "Accept of 
Christ and be saved?" I might talk of a 
great many oilier things, but that is tho 
message and so I declare it. 


Jesus never flattered those to whom ho 


preached. 
He, said to thoso who did 


wrong and who wero offensive in His 
sight, "Ye generation 
of vipers! ye 


wbited sepulfhersl how can ye escape 
Ifte damnation or neTTr- rani the apostle 
preached before a man who was not 
ready to hear him preach. What sub- 
ject did he take? Did he .-ay, "Oh! you 
are a good man, a very line man, a very 
noble man?" No; he preached of right- 
eousness to a man who was unrighteous; 
of temperance to a man wiio was tho vic- 
tim of bad appetites; of tho judgment to 
como to a man who was unfit for it. So 
wo must always declare the message that 
happens to como to us. Daniel inust 
read it as it is. A minister preached be- 
fore James I of England, who was James 
VI of Scotland. 
What subject did he 


take? The king was noted all over the 
world for being unsettled and wavering 
in his Ideas. What did tho minister 
preach about to this man who was James 
I of England and James VI of Scotland? 
He took for his text James i, 6: "Ho that 
wavereth is like a wave of the sea, driven 
with tho wind and tossed." 


Hugh Latimer offended tho King by a 


sermon ho preached, aud the King said, 
"Hugh Latimer, come and apologize." 
"I will," said Hugh Latimer. So the day 
was appointed, and the King's chapel 
was full of Lords and Dukes, and the 
mighty men and women of the country, 
for Hugh LatLmer was to apologize. He 
began his sermon by saying: "Hugh 
Latimer, bethink thee! Thou art In the 
presence of thine earthly King, who can 
destroy thy body. 
But bethink thee 


Hugh Latimer, that thou art In the 
presence of the King of Heaven and 
earth, who can destroy both body and 
soul in hell fire." Then he preached with 
appalling directness at tho King's crimes. 


Another lesson that comes to us. Thero 


Is a great difference between the opening 
of tho banquet of 'sin and its close. 
Young man if you had looked In upon 
the banquet in tho first few hours, you 
would have wished you had been invited 
there, aud could have sit at the feast. 
"Oh! the grandeur of Belshazzar'sfeastl" 
you would have said; but you look in at 
tho close of the banquet, and ?our blood 
curdles with horror. Tho King of Ter- 
rors has there a ghastlier banquet; 
human blood is the wine, and dying 
goats aro the music. Sin has made itself 
a king in tho earth. 
It has crowned 


itself. Jt has spread a banquet. 
It In- 


vites all tho word to come to it. 
It has 


hung in Its banqueting hall tho spoils of 
all kingdoms and the banners of all 
nations. 
It has gathered from all music. 


It has strewn, from its wealth, tho tables 
and the floors aud arches. And yet how 
often is that banquet broken up, and how 
horrible is its end! Ever and anon there 
is a handwriting on tho wall. A King 
falls. A great culprit is arrested. 
The 


knees of wickedness knock tpgether. 
God's judgment, like an armed host, 
breaks in upon the banquet; aud that 
night is Belshazzar, tho King of the 
Cnaldean's slain. 


Here is a young man who says: "I 


cannot see why they make such a fuss 
about the intoxicating cup. 
Why, It Is 


exhilerating! It makes mo fell well. 
I 


can talk better, think better, feel better. 
I cannot seo why people have such a 
prejudice against it." 
A few years pass 


on, and he wakes up and finds himself in 
the clutches of an evil habit which he 
tries to break, but cannot; and he cries 
out, "Oh, Lord God help mo!" It seems 
as though God would not hear his prayer, 
and In an agony of body and soul he cries 
out, "It bitoth like a serpent, and It 
stingeth like an adder." How bright it

With regaid to Germany, who can 


wonder at the increase there of social- 
ism in viewing facts like these: In 
Saxony 73.51 per cent* of the popula- 
tion have an income of le«s than $200 a 
year; and of this number 45.49 percent, 
are wretchedly poor, having an income 
of less than $125 per annum. The mid- 
dle class embraces 23.47. Even these 
have less than $820 a year. Only O.GO 
possess over $2,400 per annum. Com- 
pare with these German statistics the 
figures which Gen. Booth gives in his 
book, "In Darkest England," concern- 
ing the population of the Eastern dis- 
trict of London. It numbers 900,000, 
of which 17,000 are inmates or work 
houses or asylums; 11,000 arc criminals, 
and 74,000 are not able to support 
themselves more than half the time. 
Add to these 1'29,000 whose inco'me is 
so small as to leave them 
miserably 


poor. Tims out of a population of 90i),- 
000, here are 331,000 who are puapers 
or on the verge of .pauperism— more 
than one-third of the whole district. 
Of course the entire city does not pro- 
sent so great a proportion of degreda- 
tion. But out of the 4,000,000 in Lon- 
don, there are 993,000 of the pauper or 
miserably poor class. 


This, it has been remarked, is what 


the Christian civilization of 1,000 years 
can show. 
If we, in America, are not 


so poorly oil, it is perhaps because we 
haven't been so long at it. 
Give us 


time and we may not be far behind. 
Indeed, already in New York City there 
are districts where tho destitution and 
wickedness surpass tho East End of 
London. In New York City 270,000 
persons live on one sqtiare miio of land, 
piled on top of each other seven stories 
high, crowded into dark, damp, filthy 
rooms, three to ten in a room, festering 
•with physical and moral disease—the 
despair alike of philanthropy and of 
government.

Thcro wero 
twciitr-livo gates of solid brass on each 
lido of the square city, 
llctwoen every 


two gates a great tower sprang up Into 
tho heaven* 
From uach of thu twonty- 


uvo gates on cither side a street ran 
straight through to tha gate on tho other 
side, so that there wt-ra lifty strccts,eael. 
fifteen miles long, which gave to the city 
an appearance uf wonderful regularity, 


The houses did not Join each oilier on 


tho "round, and between them wero gar- 
dens and shrubbery. From housetop to 
housetop bridges swung, over which tho 
inhabitants wero accustomed tu pass. A 
branch of tho Euphrates wont through

A palace 
stood at each end of tho Euphrates 
bridge: one palaco a milo and three- 
quarters In compass, and tno other pal- 
acosoven and a ha.f miles in circumfer- 
ence. 
The wifo of Nouuclitidnozzar, 


navlng been brought up among the 
mountains of Media, coald not stand It 
In this flat country of Babylon, and so to 
ry o 
a y o n , an so o 


plcaso her Nebuchadnezzar had a mount- 
ain four hundred feet high built in tho 
midst of tho city. 


This mountain wassurroundcd by tor- 


races, for tho support of which great 
arches wore lifted. On tho top of these 
arches flat stones were laid; then a layer 
of reeds and bitumen; then two rows ot 
bricks, closely cemented; 
then thick 


sheets oflcad, upon which tho soil was 
placed. The earth here deposited was 
00 deep that tho largest trees had poom 
to anchor thelrroots. All tho glory of 
the flowery t 
that tremend 


opics was spread out at 


height, until It must 
, 


have seemed to one below as though tho 
c ouds woro all In blossom, and the very 
sky leaned on tho shoulder of tho cedar. 
At the top an engine was constructed 
which drew tho water from the Eu- 
phrates, far below, and made it spout up 
amid tbts garden of tho skies. 
All this 


to please his wlfel I think sho must 
have been pleased. 


In the midst of thia city stood also the 


temple of Bclus. One of Its towers was 
one-eighth of » mllo high, and on tho top 
of It to observatory, which gavo tho as- 
tronomers great advautuKe, as, being at 
M (treat a height, one could easily talk 
wlththestars. This tern plo was full of 
cops and statues and censers, all of gold. 
One Image weighed a thousand Babylon- 
ish talents, which would bo equal to fifty- 
two Billion dollars. AH this by day; but 
now night was about to come down on 
Babylon. Tho shadows of hor two hun- 
dred »nd fifty towors began to lengthen. 
The Euphrates rolled on, touched by tho 
ncry splendors of tho sotting son, and 
gates of brass, burnished and glittering, 
oponod and shut Hko doors of flame. The 
hanglnic gardens of Babylon, wot with 
the heavy dew, began to pour from star- 
lit flowera and dripping leaf a fragrance 
for many nllcs around. Tho streets and 
squares ware lighted for dance and frolic 
and pnmonade. Tlio theaters and gal- 
leries of art Invited tho wealth and pomp 
and grandeur of tho city to rare imtor- 
talnmcntM. Scones of riot and wassail 
woro mingled -In ovory street; godless 
m nth, and outrageous oxcoss, and splen-

opens the gate of a sinful life. He goes, 
ID. A sinful sprite moots him with hei 
wand. Sbo waves bor wand, and It U 
all enchantment. Why, It scorns as If 
tho angels of Ood had poured out phials' 
of perfume In tho atmosphere, As he 
walks on be finds tho bills becoming 
more radiant with foliage and the raviaei 
more resonant with the falling water. 
Jhl what a charming landscape he seeal 
But that sinful sprite with hor wand; 
meet* him again; but now she reversal 
tbo wand, and all tho enchantment U 
;one. Tho cup Is full of poison. The 
fruit turns to ashes. 


All tho loaves of tho bower are forked 


xmgucs of hissing serpents. The flow- 
Ing fountains fall back In a dead pool 
stonchful witb corruption. 
The luring 


songs become curses and screams of de- 
monlac laughter. Lost spirits gather 
•bout him and feel for bis heart, and 
reckon him on with "Hatl,brotherl Hail, 
lasted spirit, haill" Ho trlostogotout

to tho front door whore ha en- 


tcred, and trlca to push it back, but th* 
door turns against him, and In the Jar of 
that shutting door ho hoars these words, 
"This night is Bclshazzar, the king of 
Chaldeans, slain."

I learn further from this subject that 


Death sometimes breaks in upon a ban- 
qoet. Why did he not go down to the, 
prisons In Babylon? Thoro wore peopla, 
thero that would like to havo died. I 
suppose there were men and women In. 
torture In that city who would have wel- 
comed Death. But he comes to tho pal- 
ace; and just at tho time when tho mirth 
Is dashing to tho tip-top pitch Death 
breaks In at tho banquet. We have of- 
ten icon tho samothingilltistrated. Here 
Is a young man just como from college. 
Be 13 kind, llo Is loving. Ho Is en- 
thusiastic. Ho Is eloquent. 
By one 


spring he may bound to heights toward 
which many men havo been struggling 
for years. A profession opens before 
him. Be Is established In tho law. His 
friends cheer him. Eminent men en- 
courage him. 


After a while you may see him stand- 


ng In the United States Senate, or mov- 
ing a popular assemblage by his elo- 
quence, as trees are moved In a whirl- 
wind. Some night ho retires early. A 
fever is on htm. 
Delirium, like a reck- 


less charioteer, seizes tho reins of his In- 
tellect- Father and mother stand by and 
ece tho tiOos of his life going out to the 
groat ocean. The banquet is coming to 
an end. Tho lights of thoughtand mirth

bust treasures. The orchards piled nv- 
ou the tablo their sweetest fruits The 
presses burst out with new wines.

Thus ont of a population of DM, 
000, here nro IW1.UOO who are tmapors 
or on the verge ,of .,rmunori»m— more 
than ono-tlilrd of the whole district 
Of course the entire city does not pro 
•ont BO great a proportion of dogredn 
tion. lint oat ot tho 4,000,000 in Lon 
dan, there are IKKt.UOO of the pauper o 
miserably i>oor class.

In 
Lfrica the Moors disguise tho ladies of 
heir harems in like manner when the 
alter venture abroad, while in Syria 
women wear long veils which are ele- 
•ated above the tops of their heads by 
what might be called.horns of paper or 
wood attached to the crown. It is to this 
custom that tlio Bible refers when it 
peaks of having one's horn exalted. 
L'he higher the horn, of ouureo, the 
creator tho appearance of 
dignity.

Storma and tlu>ir cauar^ have engaged 
le attention of celebrated ttcientiata 
ud natural philosojiIierH from tho earli- 
sl duys of nrubiug into tlio mysteries 
f uaturu. "The great fall of run which 
ulmiuated iu tlio annihilation of the 
umau race with tho exception of Noah 
ud his family no doubt aroused some 
iscuiaion among tho primitive sciou- 
laUof that day. Tho*nhoreleuoo8aB 
umbling ronud the globe," however, 
eft them little chance to pnnue their 
nvestigatious and the survivors ao- 
touuted for tbo Hood as the, visitation of 
jotL Heavy raiufalls have flooded dis- 
riots since theu, causing destruction to 
ife aud property. Some rainstorms,

Mr. Powers h;is carefully ex- 
amiuod tho weather reports of the tle'c 
secretaries during tho late war uud thu 
log books of the United States Navy. 
He iluds that after n severe ongagomeut 
where the cannonading bud been par- 
ticularly hetivr a sliower of rain invari- 
ably followed."

etduousty until he satislied himself tha 
the clouds could bo compelled to gm 
up their aqueous burdoua at the call o 
au iirmr cannon, 
lie feels conlldeu 


t iafc rain ran bo produced in the arid 
districts at will. By a svstematic uau- 
nuuiiiling uf tho ulmcisjmo'ie he boiiuves 
that the ran can be induced to fall and 
thu bare possibility that man can obtain 
such a control over nature, ho considers, 
ou^ht to bo Huflicient tu bring about au
